Acknowledgements 

The amendment filed on 12 November 2008 in response to tine Office Action 
mailed on 12 August 2008 has been entered. The present Office Action is made with all 
the suggested amendments being fully considered. Accordingly, pending in this Office 
Action are claims 5-9, 25 and 26. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 5-9 and 25-26 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record taken either singly or in combination fails to anticipate or 
fairly suggest the limitations which the Applicant claims in claim 9 in a manner which 
would warrant a rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 102 or 35 U.S.C. § 103. 

There was no prior art found by the examiner that suggested modification or 
combination with the cited prior art so as to satisfy the combination of the present 
independent claim 9; especially, the prior art does not provide a depression sidewall 
insulation layer, which is formed in a sidewall region of the source and drain 
depressions but does not touch the gate dielectric, the depression sidewall insulation 
layer extends into a region below the gate dielectric and overlaps with the gate and the 
gate dielectric in combination with the source and drain depressions having, in an upper 
region, a widening with a predetermined depth as recited in claim 9. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
